So, does that mean there are no present day ap- 
plications for psychic or spiritual ht^og? 

"No longer in the church today." Keener said. "God 
has imparted the wisdom and knowledge to medical 
doctors and psychologists need to fight infirmities." 

People in the IMG's professing spiritual healing 
powers are, according to Neeler. hedonistic. 

"God has allowed Satin certain powers/' Neeler said. 
"For example, Satan could inpersonate Ood. This 
means some of today's healers could be operating under 
the power of the devil. But we know only Ood can heal. 
So. healing today must be either the work of Ood or the 
devil." 

Unity Ckwck 

The Unity Chneh of TMcwatcr, SS80 SheO Road, is 
active in conducting Virginia Beach holistic workshops. 

"Medicine as we know it treats the outer person for 
their ills." she said. "Medical students do not take 
many courses in nutrition. What happens, is that people 
get caught up with the emotional experience of being 
healed, and they react according to preconditioned 
norms already established." 

Kramer said there is a difference between spiritual, 
faith, psychic, healing and the laying on of the bands. 

"It's all different, but the purpose is aU the same." 
she said. 

Kramer said people are continuing to realize ^ 
power of the human mind each day. 

"In the last dve years there has been a greater interest 
in hoKim and parapsychology by the teneralpubttc and 

professionals aUke." she said. 

Kramer said people need something to believe in for 
personal reassurance in their day to day life. Many of 
dieae people accept heaiinp because it is easier than 
trying to disprove them. 

**Tbe minority of the people are nonthinkers." 
Enmer said. "They ahrays look for the easy answer. 
Thty dooH want to daafs teir attitude. They are not 
comfortable thinkfaig that the way they kad their life 
Mif be contributing to their dediining health. They'll 
Mame it on the moon, stars, karma, or anydiing. We 
believe that each person has the power to provide for 



will ev<rive to oo-exist with modem medicine^ 
"It's becoming hicrearingly attempted, and accepted, 
to try to mesh medicine and faith hedtng." Tow said. 
"Doctors are starting'to tell peofrie to try things their 
own way. and not rely on medicine aB the way. Every- 
body is on a natural spree anyway; if A.R.B. keeps to' 
that vein they wiD probaUy be successful." 

Tow is quick to point out that he does not sivport the 
use of parapsychology and holism exchisivdy in the 
treatment of illness, noting that the use of everyday 
medidne is an absohite necessity. But, holism and 
parapsydiology should be used to support medicine. 

Tow said more and more doctors today find them- 
selves treating patients again and again for the same 

malady. 

"Over the years, it has cmne that there are basic 
physiological questions which remain to be answered," 
Tow said. "Why do some people, despite all the 
medications and treatments we can prescribe, not react 
to tiiera? We may find out that there is, say. a 
physiological explanation for mental illness." 

Whether or not people can be healed by faith is a mat- 
ter of opinion, TOw said. 

"If there is just one caae that you can prove, it would 
convince millions," he said. "But certain specialists 
look down on even psychiatry. There is no natural scien- 
tific basis for researching mental health. Faith healings 
may be neurological activities that defy explanation." 

Tow also admits that today's medical students are not

One suspects there would be Fierce competition 
between any four regional shopping malls located 
within the same commercial market. But not true. 

Sixteen years ago Peai- 
brokc Mall sprang up in 
the middle of Virginia 
Beach. It was the first 
completely enclosed shop- 
ping facility in Tidewater. 

Five years later MlMlary 
Mail sprouted in the mid- 
dle of Norfolk, stealing 
the spotlight from Pem- 
broke via a 16 story Shera- 
ton Hotel built into the 
mall. Military Circle Gen- 
eral Manager, Grant Gall- 
ickson said Military Qrcle 
is the only mall on the 
East coast with such a 
hotel affixed to it. 

Lfsahavai MaO opened once about a year ago, and 
then again officially several months ago. Shoppers were 
awestruck with Lynnhaven Mall's mirrors, chrome, and 
glitter. Lynnhaven differs from Pembroke primarily in 
location, but also in style. 

GrMakrkr Mai quietly opened in Chesapeake recen- 
tly, giving the city iu First exclusive men's clothing 
store.

So what we have now are four malls, all billing 
themselves as regional malls. The amazing thing is, 
they are not clamoring over local shoppers. 

Gullickson explained it this way: "We are all working 
for basically the same market. Everybody is in 
competition with everybody, even with the shopping 
strips. We'll ju£t have to wait and see what happens. 
Right now we're all getting a piece of the market." 

The malls seem complacent because each think they 
have the prime location with the best merchandise 
selection for Tidewater shopping. 

Ck-eenbrier expects to draw most (tf its shoppers from 
the South Norfolk. Great Bridge,. and Deep Creek areas 
of Chesapeake, as well as from North Carcdina and 
Norfolk. Mall officios are not worried about the two 
Virginia Beadi malls. 

Military CSrcle is indeed located in the heart of 
Norfolk. Not only may it draw shoppers from up and 
down Military HighWay^and Little Creek Road, but also 
from PortsiAouth and Chesapeake. 

Pembroke Mail's strength comes primarily fitxn its 
surrounding community shoppers. Jerry O. Taylor, 
president of The Pembroke Partnership, LTD., notes 
that according to his 0|(ures, there are 174,000 people 
living within a five mfle radius of Pembroke Mall. But 
even with that grassroots support, Pembroke Mall 
recently completed a $4 million expansion and 
reinnovation, with plans in the future for more big 
stores, multi-cinema theatres, and a nightclub. 



Whereas the Pembroke area of Virginia Beadi was in 
the dominent growth corridOT of this city years ago, that 
corridor has since shifted farther south toward Oceana 
and the Lynnhaven section of Wginia Beach. 



Lynnhaven Mall is located off Hdland Road; a road 
which stretches west practically to Norfolk-. Showwrs 
from the Kempsville, Green Run, Lynnhaven, and 
Oceanfront sections of Virginia Beach are expected to 
supply Lynnhaven Mall with plenty of business. 

Indoor shopping malls, originally an European 
concept, usually enjoy long periods of existence. Malls 
are usually the culmination of countless research and 
marketing hours ^ and the result of investor pocketbook 
cohesion. < 

Portsmouth has a mall. Newport News also. Suffolk 
will probably have one in the future, and within 10 or 20 
years Virginia Beach may also realize more. From a 
commercialistic advertising standpoint, ad salesmen 
wish there were more competition between the malls 
resulting in more money to fill the company coffers. 

Shoppers should be thankful there aren't mammoth 
competitive advertising wars being waged by the 
mightly malls. The cost of such multi-media advertising 
is very expendve, and that expense would ultimately be 
assumed by Virginia Beach consumers. 
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Bubba Is Finally Viewed As A Champ 



Finally, people are starting to believe Babka 
Wahcn. 

Bubba, a Virginia Beach firefighter, is determined to 
do two things: Win the world welterweight full contact 
karate title, and promote the sport of full contact karate 
so its status exceeds that of professional boxing. 

Bubba is ranked fifth in the world as a full contact 
karate fighter. His record is 7 - 2 with five knock outs. 
Howard JacksiNi from Los Angeles, California, is 
ranked first. Bubba fought Jackson in Chicago earlier 
this year but lost by virtue of a highly disputed and 
questionable decision from ringside ju<iges. 

Bubba's next fight will be afainst bhaeial Bobel, 
Galveston, TX, who is ranked fourth in the world. 
Robel's record is impressive, 16-1 with eight knock 
jc' The winner of the Dec. 4 downtown Chicago fight 
is t tranteed a fight with Jackson, the contract of 
whici' .vill be predicated within 90 days after the 
Wahc Robles fight. 

Bef< v. Jackson was champion, the welterweight title 
was h'.ld by DeoMtifH HavaMs. But Havanas was 
killed lu t June in an airplane crash. Following the 
accident, Jackson gaiited the title. 

The nouble point here is that RoMes studied with 
Havanas for years, 'all the way up until the time 
Havanas died. But despite the ftict that Robles is a 
Havanas disciple. Bubba said he will knock Robles out. 

"Robles has had 17 fights to come up through the 
ranks," Bubba, a 30 year old Chesapeake resident said, 
"whereas I more or less came up from nowhere. Pve 
only got a couple of good years left before I'll retire and 
begin coaching the younger fighters. But right now I'm 
not fighting any chumps. I'm taking on the hardest 
opponents I can find." 

The traditional public image of the Martial Vts has 
been glorified by recent karate and kung fu moviess. bi 
reality, most karate tournaments, unless it is a rare 
grand sanctioned event, are sparcely attended. 
Spectators usually consist of the fighters friends and 
family with a handful of interested onlookers. 

But Bubba envisions the day when fiill contact karate 
fighters will earn a million bucks a fight, like some pro 



boxers do. 

"You give it 10 years and Til bet you karate will be 
the number one sport in the world," Bubba said. "It's 
got all the elements of the already popular boxing in it, 
plus the extra action of flying and spinning kicks and 
karate punches." 

Bubba says he is not an athletic superstar, but 
conceded, "If I were a boxer and not a karateman 1 
might be." 

Always a chaaq» 

Bobba^aidbe has considered himself championship 
material for the last 10 years. But for years, peofrie 
preceived Bubba as just another fighter with dreams 
and unfiiifilled claims (rf winning a title belt. 

"Now people are coming to me with the impression 
that I am going to became a world champioo." Bubba 
said. "These people give me a positive attitude." 

Bubba says he knocks out people who don't respect 
his physical force. 

"People who respect me give me a harder fight than 
those who don't" Bubba said. "If the fighter doesn't 
respect me 1 just knock them out. Hiose who do respect 
me give me more of a run for my money." 

A couple weekends ago. Bubba knocked out a 
"chump" at Scope. He finished Bay Saatos with a left 
hook and a right cross. Hook pundies are the most 
devastating, according to Bubba. because jsually the 
Fighter doesn't see the blow coming. Bubl^a is proud of 
the Santos knock out, because Santos was from the 
s^me f«htii« sitabki as the heavyweight fuB contact 
:lcaRaie<fhampiaajQ|ik lime ^dwrards. from Greenville.

Several 

years ago the "ThriUer in Manilla," featuring AH and 

V'maiitn opened wiih a full contact karate match. It was 

well received by £ans, but didn't pan out for boxing 

promoters. 

Promoters, BuMia said, are the biggest obstacle 



between him and the crowft. "There are not that many 
people out there with $30,000 to spend on karate 
promotions," Bubba laments. 

In all likelihood, promoters will come forth and 
Bubba will be easily afforded another shot at Jackson 
and the world belt. Salaries for American karate 
fighters range between $2,000 and $3,000 whereas in 
Japan prize fighters can win between $30,000 and 
$300,000 

Futere In youths 

Bubba is nursing a bruised hand from the Santos 
fight, and is taking a month off for general principal, 
plus the fiact he hasn't had a training bn^k since early 
last Sununer. 

But Bubba is strong, determined, and knows how to 
slide around punches to protect his face and brains. He 
can dish it out and he ca& take it. Bnbba^lans to knock 
out Robles in short order, and do the same to the 
champion Jackson. 

^'1 should have knocked Jacksdn Out the firit time we 
fought," Bubba said recalling the incredulous judges 
decision, "but Fm going to knock him out this jtime for 
sure. I'm not going to allow myself to have to wait until 
the end cXiht fight for a judges' decision. If I just knock 
him out dean, a judges decision won't cause me to lose 
the fight." 

Bubba knows that the world of karate is decades 
behind the boxing in terms of traditional popularity. 
But the key to overcoming this limited perception is 
with our chfldrien. 

"There's a fine group of young fighters out there," 
Bubba said, "and they are good. The fighters today 
have no one to draw from for experience. People like 
Jackson and myself are pioneers in the field. We must 
rely on boxing techniques at this point in furthering our 
careers. The young fighters, however, will have the 
advantage of our years of experience to draw firom. 
They'll be much tougher than the fighters are now, and 
I'm sure full contact karate will increase in popularity 
by l^aps and bounds." 
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Parapsychology Burgeoning; Don't Deny It

Tht Dakc Uaivcni^ Imdtate of ParaiMyckology is 
not perceived by all Duke officials as an "unwanted step 
child/' as indicated in a Nov. 30 Virginian Pilot story 
writtm by Associated Press. Duke researdi fdlow 
Marflyn ScUiits said by virtue of human nature, all 
Duke adfl^iistratots and faculty moabers aren't in 
favor of parapsychology research. But the in-ogram is 
far from dying, and the university has lost no respect by 
perpetuating such studies. 

Staafwrd Ualvenity in Stanford, California, is not 
conducting any ongoing parapsychological eiqieriments. 
One particular Stanford professor, who is also an 
A.R.E. member, is a weU publicized parapschology 
researcher. But he is currendy conducting no research 
undo- the auspices of Stanford. 

The UaiverBity of Vfargiida. Charlottesville. Va.. is 
conducting on-campus parapsychology research. 

What's it aflBMaa? 

It wiU just be a matter of time before parap- 
sychological and holisic fidds of endeavor become fac- 
tual sciences. 

It is true that "parapsydiologists have no definate 
hypotheses, so how can they submit it to tests," as one 
Duke professcM* of psychology noted. 

But it's also true that parapsychological researdi is in 
its infantile stages juxaposed with modem medicine. 

The Association for Research and Enlightenment's 
efforts and findings aren't well publicized for two 
reasons: there isn't a wealth of information to rqx>rt 
yet, and what is reportable is questionable as to its 
newsworthiness. 

Insiders at the A.R.E. contend that Cayce family 
. members are not allowed on the Christian Broadcasting 
Network studio sets of. "The 700 Club." Allegedly, 
C.B.N. views the A.R.E. as witchlikc and devilish. 
A.R.B.! healings are denounced. Yet, some television 
ministries profess spiritual healing. 

If preachers can heal, why can't psychics? If psydiics 
can't heal, neither can preachers. Those allegedly healed 
are victims or characters of an emotional drama, who 
believe and need a special spiritual experience to fulfill 
their lives. But no healings, either psychic or spiritual

"We view the A.R.E. with ignorance," said Maiflya 
SdiHiz, researdi fellow. Institute of Parapsychology, 
Duke University, Durham, NC. "It's not that we have 
anything against the A.R.E<, iti jttit that we dbn*thave 
a network of communication channels. Blit I'm sure our 
institute would gain a lot from a complete Cayce orien- 
tation." 

Schlitz said Duke has seven researchers working full 
time trying to jH-ove in a laboratory that par^Mychology 
exists. 

"We take nothing at face valu^," she said. "It took 
medicine a hundred years to evcrive as we know it today. 
By contrast, there is no comparsion to the mystical ap- 
proach of ^nritual healings and psychic dealings."

Edgar Cayce's grandson. Dr. Charles Thoans Cayce, 

is presidoit of the A.R.E. He said the A.R.E. is con- 
tinuing its informal, experi m ental and medical holistic 
and partpsyctologicdl reseHrch, but would like to 
become more involved with the community. 

"Weare anxious to biald bridges widi other churches 
in the area," Charles Thomas said. "We don't consider 
the A.R.E. n church. In fact, our Cayce readings say to 
dioose the church over Cayce if the question ever arises. 
But it's important for people tp understand that we 
aren't in competition with the diivch." 

Charles Thomas said the use of parq>sychology is 
viewed differently by different factions. 

"All the healing is the same thing." he said. "It's Uke 
a knife. T'o a doctor a knife becomes a tool of mercy, 
saving the life of the patient on the operating table. But 
that same knife in the hands of a killer beccMnes an im- 
plement of destruction. There's ao doubt that Jesus and 
His Disciples exhibited psydiic abiliQr. But when others 
exhiUt simihff powers it's dubbed -as witchcraft or 
devilish." 

Charies Thmnas admits psydiic ability cannot be 
predicted, thus addioi to its<iuestionable image. But the 
issue has been the subject of numerous magazine and 



newspaper articles written over the last SO years. 

In keeping with the A.R.E.'s mission to research the 
pronouncements of his late grandfather, Cayce said the 
1980's will hold more magnificent things for A.R.E. 
followers, and any other interested people. 

On the horizon A.R.E. are more books, films, in- 
cluding a full length feature motion picture on Edgar 
Cayce. Details are currently being discussed be t ween 
Cayce and promoters and film makers on the West 
Coast. 

"E.S.P. is an unknown to most peof^," Charles 
Thomas said. "By allowing more people to come in con- 
tact with it, its acceptance will be more widley felt." 

Oiarles Thomas said the A.R.E. will continue to 
monitor and seek psychically gifted children. Charles 
Thomas said there are particularly promising ernes in 
Florida and Pennsylvania. 

"Psychic children are of q>ecial interest to me," he 
said, because diiUren do not have personality problems 
or ego trips which usually accompany an adult with 
psychic power." 

Offidals from the Christian Broadcasting Network, 
Virginia Beadi, and the Ernest Ainsley Ministries, 
Akron, Ohio, could not be reached by press time.

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Beach Public Libraries To Feature Video Discs, More Albums, Magazines

Systemwide in the public libntfiet last year, 
between Sept. 1980 and June 1981. rcobfd albums 
were circulated 33,000 times. Winds* Woods 
reports 16,000 albmn traniacfioBs alone, oom- 
posing 7.7% of tliat bfancb's total print and 
non-print drculatian for that year. 

Systemwide from last July 1 to this past Oct. 1, 
library patrons have already checked out albums 
13.600 times. 

N4any library loaned albums at Windsor Woods 
are circulated about five to six times a'^ar, with 
more popular once checked out as miqy as 23 
times annually. 

"Virginia Beach has a record Ubrary system 
trying to catch up with the tremendous growth 
Virginia Beach is experienoeing." Powell said. 
"h takes much money to initiate and continue 
record Ubraries. But we need to increase the 
number of library materials to meet the demands 
of Ubrary users." 

Powell said Virginia Beach library patrons 
respond very fiivorably to public record collect- 
ions. 

"We spend a lot (rf money on albums," she 
said, "but it pleases me because we get so many 
favorable comments on our records." 

Virginia Beach public libraries already use 
computers for checking library user cards, and 
engages microfilm and microfiche for periodical 
documentation. 

Powell said, within a year Windsor Woods will 
become increasingly automated, using computers 
to store circulation date, as well as to quickly 
detect stolen library materials.

5,400 school system employees, at an annual cost of 
$7,280 to the sdiool board. 

Catalyst editor is Gary Fullerton. Public information 
officer Lowenthal described the eight-page magazine 
size publication to The Sun: 

"The Catalyst is an in-house publication to keep our 
' employees abreast of all phases of the school system's 
^ internal operation." Lowenthal said. 

On page two of the November. 1981 issue of The 
Catalyst is a duplication on financial help for gifted 
students, but also a small article alerting its readers 
that a regular column on employee benefits will 
commence next month. Other Catalyst articles include 
ones on< education assodation woilcshops; in-service 
tiUning instructional television, and pupQ attendance. 



Chamber BaHethi 

-The Virginia Beach Chamber of Commece publishes 
its own Bulletin. The Bidletin is only a year old and 
comes out monthly. The four-page magazine size 
newsletter is distributed to about 1,000 businesses and 
organizations. It costs approociraately $200 a month to 
produce. 

Virginia Beach Chamber of Commerce executive 
vice-president Bid J. Center told The Sun of The 
Bulletin's purpose; 

"h allows the community, and Chamber membership 
a regular route of communication to the Chamber," 
Center said. "We keep our members mfionned of the 
maior Chamber activities, as well as other Chamber 
offices including the U.S. Chamber of Commerce office 
in Washington, D.C. 

This month. Bulletin readers learned of the 
Chamber's successful small business seminars, spon- 
sored by the Chamber's Seminars and Workshops 
Committee. The Chamber board of directors members 
were taken, at the board's Ocotber meeting, on a tour 
of Virginia Beach's agricuhural industry. Tour host. 
Chamber Vice President Dick Cockrell, took the 
members to visit the Malboa Brothers Fana, one of the 
largest hog operations on the East Coast; the Frank T. 
Williams Farm; The Harvey GUbcrt-Ralph Frost 
operation: and finally ending the day at Cashvaa 



The Virinia Beach Departniett of Economic Develop- 
ment puUishes Advances monthly. The eight-page 
magazine size newsletter has only gone to print three 
thnes thus fiu-. but is destined to continue, its mailing 
list indudesover 1 .300 addresses, with an additional 25 
to 50 added each month. It costs the economic 
development office 4Se a copy, or about $2,100 annually 
to have it printed and mailed. Advances is edited by 
Vfergkria C VcaaUe. The ^^rpnia Bea^ Fconomic 
Devclopnent office is daected by A. laaws DehaBs, 
who also writes his own monthly column in the 
newsletier. 

In Debellis' "Director's Comer," he explaias some 
miseanceptions over Virginia Beach's devckspoent. 

DebeHis notes that industrial sites are the resuk at 
worit and study and are not just "bom." He explains 
that the eoononuc development departmem "carves." 
or works the bnd tofluhe industrial sites. But the land 
is fnt being consumed. 

"The total land aranof our cky expressed in acreage 
mountt to I94.ie2.1 acres." DebcHiB writes. "Of tint 
total. 25,5^.7 acres is cowered by water. Our miiitiDy 



bases make up 10,500 acres. In addition, Seashore 
State Park contains an additional 3,000 acres. None (rf 
this acreage is available. At this point in time, 
commercial and industrially zoned land available for 
development totals approximately 3,500 acres . . . 
While the total available properly zoned acreage 
appears to be quite burge. it represents only a small 
percentage of the entire land area of the city. It then 
follows, that open space, while appearing to have great 
,. potential for development, is not necessarily suitable. It 
'must first be prepared and made accessible and 
available." 

Advances features another column by Hagb C 
Barton, a convention director of the Pavilion. In his 
article he touts the highly successfid Pavilion. 

Barton reports that "almost 60,000 pairs of feet, 
belonging to the rescue squadpersons, ham radio 
operators, restauranteurs and politicans, among 
others, have walked the floors of the galleria, the 
exhibitkn halls, the theatre and the luxurious VIP 
accommodations since the facility opened just one year 
ago." 

According to Barton, "the value to the ecoixxny of 
the area can be measured in gross revenue at $17.8 
million and $892,500 in direct tax revenue to the Gty of 
Virginia Beach."

Advances also reports that Merril I^ach opened 
offices at the oceanfront, its largest (rffice outside of 
Washington, D.C. Wendy's International has estab- 
lished a regional <rffice in Virginia Beach to serve its 
restaurants in the mid-Atlantic region.

Residents Say Septic Tanks Are OK 



Property owners in 
Lake Shores and Avalon 
Terrace are objecti^ U> 
connecting to the city 
sewer syston. The renden- 
ts contend they have fun- 
ctioning septic tanks and 
object to paying high 
sewage fees. 

At an informal meeting 
of Virginia Beach City 
Council Monday after- 
noon. City Manager 
George L. Hanbury was 
instructed to compile in- 
formation including legal 
aspects, Health Depar- 
tment responsibilities and 
the cost for property 
owners and to relay the in- 
formation to the i^idents. 

Councilman Clarence 
A. Holland said the Lake 
-Shores residents have 
submitted petitions op- 
I posing sewer hook-ups. 
He said that the area has 
been designated 

"Category I" by the 
Health Department which 
means that the area is a 
potential health hazard. 
He also said that the 
residents report few septic 
tank fatittttK and «lte*t 
want the sewer at all. AD 
the design work for the 
$1.5^ $1.6 million project 
has been done. The 
devetopoMot ii next to the 



Norfolk reservc^r wl^ . 
also furnishes . Virginia 
Beach water. 

HplUad said that he 
was afraid cessation of the 
project would start a 
domino effect, especially 
in old sections where 
people have homes on 
one-acre lots. Since the 
Lake Shores matter came 
up, he said, he has been 
invited to meet with 
residents at Lakeview 
Park. 

Councilman John A. 
Baum said that septic 
tanks are designed for 
rural areas and the Health 
Department sets pricHities. 
He said the people don't 
want to spend the money 
for city sewer, but that 
doesn't mean it's healthy 
for the community. 
"That's a Health Depart- 
ment decision." 

Hanbury said the city 
made a policy statement 
that it was going to clean 
up the Lynnhaven and 
promised Norfolk "we 
would do everything to 
protect the watershed." 
He said he didn't thin|c 
any septic tank was 
designed to last matt than 
23 years and said he hoped 
Council will not allow the 
project to be stopped. 



Councilman Rdd Ervin 
said that he remembered 
that in 1972 the people 
were told ^that they woull 
not be forced to accept 
city sewers. He -said it 
made good sense to get as 
many customers as 
(KMsible but suggested the 
dty make aerial infra-red 
photos to show the soil 
condition of the area. 
"All I'm saying is we may 
have said we would dean 
up the lake, but we also 
told the people we 
wouldn't force sewers on 
them." He said the infra- 
red shots were a cheap 
enough way to ptwt a 
point. "We can show 
them they got a problem." 

Baum said the Health 
Department should say 
what "potential health 
problem" means. 

Hanbury said the 
engineering has been 
completed and to hold it 
up now would be a waste 
of money. He said that 
potential hazards become 
hazards. 

Coundlwoman Meyera 
Oberndorf pointed out 
that the people in BallyUn 
Farms were forced to 
hook up, not because of a 
hazard but for the ^eed to 
include them in an area

with a hazard. She said the 
dty needs legal backing. 
She said a situation similar 
''to Lake Shwes odsts in 
Avalon Terrace where 
there are one-acre lots.

Councilwoman Reba 
McClanan said Coundl 
should let the people come 
in to speak. 

Baum wanted to know 
why "when we may not 
have the right to change 
it." The only resuk will be

dmg off," he said. "If 
there is no problem 
legaUy." he said. "That's 
something dse." 

When the Health 
Department declares an 
area hazard the peo^ are 
forced to hook up. 

Holland suggested the 
city could delay the 
project for- six weeks to 
allow the Health Depar- 
tment to dedde. 

"I reaUy think we are 
opening the floodgates," 
Hanbury said. 

"We represent these 
peoplef" McClanan retor- 
ted. 

"We're g<»ng to open 
old cases all over again." 
Mayor Dr. J. Henry Mc- 
Coy said. 

Oberndorf suggested 
sending a letter to the 
people involved telling 
them the information will 
be available <» a certain 
date "so they'll know 
what we base our decision 
on." 



Hanbury said the 
projects were identified on 
the water-sewo- referen- 
dum. "It's not necessarily 
a Question of people's 
ri^t to make comments 
but to maintain the con- 
tinuity." 

"You know, and I 
know that the Health 



Department can change its 
mind worse than a 
woman," McClanan said. 

"The dty's enterprise 
system (a self-supporting 
utilities system) requires it 
to prevent those on the 
system from paying a huge 
biU," Ervin said. 



Beach Council Involved 

Chamber Eyes 
Housing Study 



The Virginia Beach 
Chamber of Commerce is 
considering a study on the 
need for a Redevelopment 
and Housing Authority in 
the dty. 

Representatives of the 
Chamber will discuss the 
proposed study with City 
Council at an informal 
meettog next Monday. 

Moves to establish an 
authority have ftdled in 
the past as a result of 
pressure from residcnU 
who fear displacement 
with renewal.

Councilwoman Reba 
McClanan said that there 
were a lot of things on 
garbage "we already 
know," but concurred 
with the study so long as it 
was completed before the 
budget was prepared. 
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Beach League Objects Too 



Council Shrugs At Encroachment 



The City of Virignia 
Beach will thrust itself in 
the role of negotiator bet- 
ween private citizens to 
avoid putting water and 
sewer lines along the 
public beach. 

According to Public 
Work Director Oral Lam- 
bert, the right of way in 
question would not in- 
volve a coastal primary 
sand dune under the 
deHnition of the Virginia 
Marine Resources Com- 
mission. On this basis, his 
department recommended 
approval of an encroach- 
ment. 

City Council Monday 
afternoon, however, in- 
dicated reluctance to have 
any encroachment on the 
beach and the North 
VirginiA Beach Civic 
League objected because 
of the possible destruction 
to the dune. 

Hie requftt l(^ an en- 
croachment was made by 
Somers M. Wilton and 
Kathleen Chapman who 
own adjoining beachfront 
lots between 6Sth and 66th 
Streets. 

Their attorney, Grover 
Wright Jr.. said thiu at- 
tempts were made to pur- 
chase an easement from 
the adjoining kM owner to 
the south which the dty 
considers the most logical 
way to bring in water and 
sewer service and from the 
north or Mth Street side. 
They were unsuccessful 
leaving the only way for 
the property owners to get 
water and sewer lines by 
encroachment on the 
public beach. 

The neighbor to the 
south encroaches on 34 
feet of a city right of way 
and has constructed a fen- 
ce on the city property. 
Wright said this neighbor 
has refused to mU an 
easement because he fears 
it would destroy his feacc. 

He said the property 
owner nrst was ittked for 
a fivfr-foot easement, but 
said be would grant only 
two feet, but lalar the num 
refused that, too, Wright 
■aid. 

The kHs have ingren 
and egress through a 
vehicular easement from 
66th Street. Wright said. 
but nobody will grant an 
underground easement for 
the lines. "This is the kind 
of ndghbon you got," 



Wright said. 

Councilman Patrick L. 
Standing remarked. "The 
man wants us to go fur- 
ther down the beach to go 
around hb encroachment 
in a public right of way." 

City Manager George 
L. Hanbury said the 
closest access for sewer 
and water is off 6Sth 
Street. Hanbury said the 
property owner would not 
grant the easement 
because he thought his 
retaining wall on the city 
right of way would fall. 

Wright said that on the 
south side the owner 
doesn't want to destroy 
the wall on city property, 
on the north side "they 
don't want anything built 
ontheiKoperty." 

"What bothers me is 
the precedent." Standing 
said. 

Hanbury said that the 
only other alternative b to 
request an easement from 
the property owner in 
return for being allowed 
to keep the wall.

Concessions By Developer 

Kempsville Zoning 



Concessions by the developer have swept aside ndgh- 
borhood objections to a higher density zoning on an 
80.2 acre tract in the Kempsville Borough. 

Virginia Beach City Council, also apparently satbfied 
that the rezoning won't impact die area, approved the 
application of Woods Comer Assodates. Ltd. Monday 
afternoon, for a change of zoning from R-6 Residential 
District to R-8 Residential Dbtrict on the tract located 
south of Lynnhaven Parkway, east of Centerville Tur- 
npike. 

Douglas Talbot, of Talbot and Associates, 
engineering and consulting firm, rq>resenfing the ap- 
plicant, said the devdoper has agreed to file a document 
with the dty saying that only 304 single-family homes 
will be built on the site, although the rezoning would 
permit 481 units. Thb will be 20 more units than are 
permitted under the current zoning. 

The rezoning b needed. Tdbot said, to permit smaller 
lots to keep the price of the homes low. He said that the 
tract is a portion of the Wood ^H-operty iriiidi has been 
under devdoiNnent for eight years and in the eight yean 
the lot price has increased from $9,000 to 118,000. He 
said that the developer b trying to keep the homes, 
which started ui the $76,000 price range, in the $80,000 
to $90,000 price range. 

The rezoning will permit a more econmnical duster 
grouping with a large recreation area deeded to the dty. 
The devdoper also has acceded to the demands of the 



Charlestowne Gvic League to build only colonial-style 
housing. 

Coundlwoman Meyera Obemdorf expressed concern 
that the rezoning would nibble away at the dty's Com- 
prehensive Plan. She asked whether the devdoper could 
vmt until the dty produces its ordinance on duster 
housing. 

Talbot said the application would be hdd up six mon- 
ths while the 6e<ft\opa wants to start building ill the 
faU. 

City Planning Director Kobeit Scott said that the 
cluster housing ordinance probably would be presented 
to Council on Jan . 1 1 . 

Scott abo said that the recreation area win be suf- 
fident but that it was not to be located on dib tract of 
land. 

Obemdorf asked whether the precedent would hurt 
the dty when considering future rezoning a|^)Iicati6ns. 

Scott said the density proposed b consistent with the 
Cb m pre he niire Plan. . 

D. William Beichler, president of the Charlestowne 
Qvic League said the league wpptwti the request with 
the restrictions that a maximum of 304 units would be 
buih. all single-fahiily detached and with traditional ot 
QcAaoM facades. 

City Manager George L. Hanbury said he did not 
know how the dty could enfnce the ardiitectural style 
and that it would be left to the inrindpab involved.

People here in Virginia Beach probably 
associate A.R.E. primarily with the psychic field.

We are aware of the problems that 
these experiences represent to traditional 
psychological and religious systems. But we feel 
that such experiences deserve open-minded study 
rather than premature rejection. 

For thoee who may have had only a hazy idSI'or 
how we work with psychic research, we hope the 
Virginia Beach Sun's report gave a more complete 
picture of our involvement in the area. The main 
thought we would want to stress is that we're 
committed to researching ways that psychic abiHty 
(in the broad sense of the word) can be helpful 
when guided by spiritual convictions. 

Because Edgar Cayce was a devout Christian, 
and dedicated his psychic work to God, some 
people assume that A.R.E. is a rdigious cuh. Ac- 
tually. Edgar Cayce encouraged people to work 
through the church or religious orienution of 
their own cloice.

(V.E.L.A.) was founded in July. 1977 over $12 million 
has been awarded to S,SS7 Virginia Beach college 
siudents. 

The Richmond based agency, a political subdivision 
of the Commonwealth of Virginia created by Virginia 
General Assembly actions, is designed to "assist studen- 
t<> pursuing higher education in obtaining loans to at- 
tend the schools of their choice." according to the 
recently released V.E.L.A. 1981 annual report. 

Eligibility for the loans, the report states, includes the 
<tultm('s acceptance for enrollment or actual 
enrollmeli^ in good standing at an institution of higher 
learning pfuticpating in the V.E.L.A. loan program. 
The studeik must be a Virginia resident, must attend 
school on ftl least a half-time basis, and must make 
satisfactory progress. 

Loan apprbyed undergraduates may receive a 
maximum of $^.500 a year, except the freshman year. 
During that year student loans are limited to $2,300 or 
one-half of the Estimated cost of attendance. Graduate 
siudents are permitted to borrow up to SS.OOO a year. 
The ceiling on unpaid loans is SI 2,500 fot an un- 
dergraduate programs, arid S2S,000 for undergraduate 
and graduate programs of study combined. 

The V.E.L.A. obtains its funds for lending to studen- 
ts through the sale of revenue bonds.

During the 1978-79 academic year, 533 Virginia 
Beach students qualified for student loans totaling 
5975,000. Those figures more than doubled in the 
following year, with 1.222 Virginia Beach students 
receiving $2.4 million. The 1980-81 academic year saw 
2,102 Beach students gather $4.5 million, and from 
June 1 to Sept. 30, 1981, the authority has loaned $4.2 
million to 1,700 students. The 1981-82 final expended 
dollar Figure is projected at $6 million.

Over 200 Virginia Beach Foster Children; Study Conducted 



Virginia Beach has 206 
children in foster care and 
most of these children are 
being cared for by substi- 
tute parents in foster 
family homes. The foster 
care program in Virginia 
Beach is administered by 
the Department of Social 
Services, which has legal 
custody of the children. 

Throughout the Sute of 
Virginia, h{\%l children 
were in foster care in June , 
1981, with 5.571 of these 
children living in foster 
family homes. Realizing 
the importance of foster 
family care; a study of the 
foster parents in Virginia 
was conducted by the 
Department of Welfare in 
conjunction with 
Children's Bureau of the 
Department of Health and 
Human Services and the 
Westat Research Cor- 
poration. Virginia was one 
of eight states selected in 
the Spring of 1980, by the 
Children's Bureau, to par- 
ticipate in this third phase 
of the National Study of 
Social Services to Children 
and their Families. 

This study, which asked 
the foster parents to assess 
themselves, obtained in- 
formatioo on the recruit- 
ment, retention and role 
of the foster parent. 

M«jor study findings 



•Molt foster parenu 



felt they have good 
relationships with local 
welfare agencies. 

•The main reason for 
becoming foster parents 
was the fulfillment of 
religious beliefs to do 
good deeds. 

•While most parents 
felt that -payments were 
inadequate, it wasn't 
reason enough for most to 
stop being foster parents. 

•Foster parents for 
teenagers are needed in 
greater numbers than for 
any other special group of 
children in care. 
Teenagers represented 
52% of all children in care 
in September^ 1980 (at the 
time of the study), Onl^ 
29% of parents fat they 
would probably accept a 
teenager. Sixty-tivo 'per- 
cent of foster parents had 
indeed pareiited teens at 
some time. The study 
found that parents wanted 
more information on 
working with adolescents. 

•Another group of 
children in foster care with 
special characteristics that 
have need for more foster 
parenu are those 41% of 
children with diiipMsed-^- 
physical, mental , or '

Financial assistance 
through adoption subsidy 
is currently available for 
children with special needs 
in 65 out of 124 local 
welfare agencies.

Richmond 
received $8.9 million and Fairfax County. $14.9 million. 

Dan Woods, assistant executive director, V.E.L.A., 
said Virginia Beach is just like any other Virginia city in 
regard to student loans. 

"Vir^nia Beach is like other cities in the area," 
Wood said. "Because of the increasingly higher costs of 
education, people need another outlet to receive finan- 
cial assistance." 

. Woods said the average student loan in Virginia is 
about $2,100 annually. The family income of a student 
who receives a loan is usuaDy tmder $25, (XX). 

"Eighty percent of our loans go to students whose 
families make less than "25.(XX) a year." Woods told 
the Sun. "Eighteen percent goes towards families 
making between $25,000 and $40,000 and the remaining 
two percent for those families earning over $40,000 a 
year." 

Woods said Virginia Beach's high figures reflects a 
public need for the loans, coupled with an increased 
public awareness of the availability of them. Woods ad- 
ded that in the future, loan figures are likely to decline 
pending bank interest rates, flinnuations in the national 
economy, and new V.E.L.A. guidelines on adjusted in- 
comes.

Monday after- 
loon at an informal 
meeting of Council; 
Councilwoman Reba Mc- 
Zlanan said. "It sounds as

t's a disadvantage to our 
.itizens as a whole and not 
what I want. We represent 
he entire city, not 
xonomic interests . " 

Nancy Creech, 

^resident of the Chamber 
)f Commerce which has 
Jecided to make the study, 
>aid the study will be from 
1 business perspective. 

Committee members 
will be William B. Smith, 
attorney, chairman; Bob- 
by DeMille, builder- 
developer; Jim Crouch, 
vice president of Citizens 
Trust Bank; Jack Rober- 
tson, president of the 
Board of Reahors; W. A. 
Schlimgen. of Talbot and 
Associates, Nancy Creech 
and two additional mem- 
bers who will be announ- 
ced after they are notifled. 

Smith said the study is 



expected to be completed 
April 1. 

Councilman Reid Ervin 
suggested that lay mem- 
bers are needed on the 
committee.

Market Tenants Don't Want Rent Increase 



Fanners Market tenan- 
ts need hdp, not a rent in- 
crease, one Stan operator 
told Virginu Beach aty 
Council Monday after- 
noon. 

William J. Scarper, 
operator of Bill's 
(produce) Market, said, 
"We can't stand an in- 
crease because there is no 
business and the market is 
dying." He said some 
merchants stay at their 
stalls all day and will not 
have a single sale. 

City Manager George 
L. Hanbury has proposed 
weekly rent increases from 
S3S to $43 for enclosed 
retaU; $12.50 to $17.30 for 
covered retail; $35 to $45 
for enclosed wholesale; 
$12.30 to $17.30 for 
covered wholesale, and $3 



to $15 for uncovered 
stalls. He said that since 
the Farmer's Market 
operates as an enterprise 
account (sdf-supporttng) 
it must generate sufHcient 
income to cover oqienses. 
Major costs increased 
during the last two years 
include depreciation, 
disposal services, fringe 
benefits, additions to 
buildings and additional 
labor during the heavy use 
months of the summer. 
He said he anticipated fur- 
ther increases in future 
years. 

Scarper said that 
business is good for three 
or four months and maybe 
weekends. "We need hdp; 
we do not need an increase 
in rent." He said that 
management offers no 



assistance and inhibits 
business. Scarper said that 
40 people have gone out of 
business since the market 
opened and four closed 
shop this year. Presently, 
there are two vacancies. 

Councilman Clarence 
A. Hdland asked whether 
Scarper meant 

management was working 
against the business men. 

Scarper replied that 
management does not give 
the tenants an opportunity 
to discuss theu- problems. 

He said that parking 
should be expanded but 
that nothing is being done 
in this area. 

"Management has dosed 
its mind to any 
suggestions we might 
have." 

Scarper said the market 
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businessmen are "a rag- 
tag outfit." He said the 
blacks will not associate 
too much with the whites. 
The merchants want 
managemoit to back up a 
merchants association. A 
few of the merchants, he 
said, have tried to start 
one, but the expense for a 
few has been prohibitive. 

Councilwoman Reba 
McClanan noted the costs 
wo-e up IS percent, but 
that the market serves a 
vahiaMe purpose and ad- 
ditional advertising might 
beftilpfuf. 

HatafitDTy ^d the dty 
has heSw advised the 
market and while he 
didn't mind advertising, 
he would like first to get 
some diction from 
Council. ^F 

McClanan said she was 
not thinking especially of 
paid advertising but 
publicity on the operation. 
She said all the people get 
is news of special ac- 
tivities. 

Hanbury said the dty 
would send the notices to 
the press, but it was up to 
the media to print them. 

"The people work hard 
and provide a service," 
McClanan said. 

Hanbury said that they 
do provide a service but 
should pay for their own 
advertising. 

McClanan said the mer- 
chants were not asking for 
individual advertising. 

Hanbury said the effect 
will be the same. He said 
the increCM he requested 
does not offset the projec- 



ted deficit and that he 
could foresee increases in 
the deficit for the next 
three years. 

"We have to look at 
costs," McClanan said. 
"Anytime the cost is up 23 
percent we should take a 
look at costs." 

Hanbury said that one 
reason for the increase is 
the loss of CETA em- 
ployees who had to be 
replaced by city em- 
ployees. 

Coimcilman Reid Ervin 
said one of the problems is 
the location, on Princess 
Anne Road. He said the 
market was formerly 
located at Diamond 
Springs where it was suc- 
cessful, but that the city 
chose it to move it to the 
new location. He said he 
questioned having an en- 
terprise activity at that 
location. "I've been there 
several times and I can't 
see how they survive 
anyway." 

Councilwoman Barbara 
Henley said, "These folks 
have a hard time making a 
proA at aU. Maybe we 
umik report. She said the 
— rtjtt OMy have to be 
restfvctiifed so that the 
BWffch a l i can get through 
the lean winter months. 

Leases run from 
January to December but 
most of the business is 
done during the three or 
four summer months and 
special holidays like 
Thanksgiving and Christ- 
mas.

reducing the length of the 
leases. 

The the tenants are 
going to want to open up 
during the holidays, Han- 
bury said. He then asked 
if Council wanted to sub- 
sidize the market which he 
said it is dcring now. 

Councilman John A. 
Baum said there were two 
sides to the problem and 
that the city should look 
into both sides. 

Joe Suras; who operates 
Joe's Old Fashioned Meat 
Market, said that he does 
well at the market and that 
he has upgraded his 
business. He said he has 
learned that to get 
business you have to 
promote business. He 
said, however, that he did 
not see how some tenants 
survive because it's a 
seasonal business but rent 
has to be paid 12 months 
out of the year. "I don't 
see how they can afford it. 
When I see people dose 
stands because it is so cold 
or can't get produce 
needed to sell..." 

Hanbury said he could 
advertise the market like a 
mall. He said that he 
found it difficult to under- 
stand why parking is 
needed if the market is 
dying. He said there is 
room to expand parking 
but that he could not 
recommend it because of 
budget constraints. 

Councilman W. H. Kit- 
chin III said that the

Only one out of 10 drunk drivers is caught by police, 
and the avierage apprdiension rate of drunken drivers by 
poUce officers is just over two per man, per year. This 
rate must be increased, WaU said. 



"We have acquired a more accurate screening 
device," Wall continued, "for the officers to use in 
making an arrest of an intoxicated driver. This device, 
called the^Alco-Sensor II, is used by the officers on the 
street to determine if the person ... is in fact in- 
toxicated." If the screen test shows that the suspects' 
blood alcohol content is less than .10^ then bc^ the 
officer and suspect are spared the time needed to com- 
plete an evidentaiy breath test or blood test. 

Special Operations Bureau Sergeaat J. E. Howtaad 
toM the Sun that even though there aren't figures 
available on DUI arrests made since Chief Wall's press 
ccmference, he predicts "a far greater increase in DUI 
arrests as the program devdopes." noting that it ac- 
tually began m early November. 

Howland also sakl the Alco-Sensor wiU not be ui use 
until this week, and at that, only the First Precinct and 
Operations division of the police department will have 
the equipment at this point. 

Howland said that drunk drivers see the world as if 
tiiey were viewing it through a sheet of toUet paper. 

^'Youir morals, judgement, and perception are the fir- 
st things to go after you've been drinking, " he said. 

Howland cited a Canadian experiment in which race 
car driver RJchard Petty was put through an obstacle 
course stone sober, and again after having a few drinks. 

"Sober, Petty went around the cones with no trouble 
at all," Howland said, "whereas after drinking he 
knocked down scores of them. He was amazed himsdf 
at the results of the experiment." 

Howland said it would be unethical for police officers 
to slake out restaurants and bars, nabbing drunk drivers 
as they leave the parking lots. 

"Usually the judges like for us to see some visible 
violation bcfoiii bringing a DUI case before the court," 
Hoi*4aid laid. "If we set up lyadblocks and screen 
people randomly, there may be indications of tuvni^ 
ment." 

VRather." Howland continued, "we are tike hunten 
who follow the deer after they eat. We will monitor the 
trails leading to and from the soiisce of consumption. "

That night my date took me to the Holiday laa on 
2Sth Street to hear Bfflw McOond and calm my nerves. 
He idays by himself now. but it's the same great sixties 
music for which he has become known. Hie Stones were 
on my mind, though, and McCloud's rdaxing music left 
me squirming with unleashed rock and roll energy. My 
date tried to get me to check into, the hotel and take a 
plunge hi the heated pocH, but I knew there was only one 
possible solution. We went to see the second set of the 
Ncrrc at the Cryrtai. The Nerve cured my nerves for the 
evening. 

After a restless night of sleep I awoke early Wed- 
nesday and drove to the HaapUw CoUseoa. I arrived 
about nine, and there were about 200 people in line. 
How many peojde did this vmce call, anyway, I won- 
dered. I got in line. It seemed every odier person had a 
portable radio tuned to their own official station. The 
wind chill factor made the temperature zero^ but the 
crowd was oblivious to the weather. They were ecstatic 
with anticipation. Ddirious shouts of delight rose from 
the throng. Everyone knew they would have tickets. 

The doors opened at quarter till ten. There were five 
ticketron machines working at Hampton with a limit Of 
four tickets, and many people like myself were simply 
machine^opidng. We were buying tickets in one line 
and then jumpina to the adiaccnt line for another four.

R23-3. Except as provided in this regulation and in R24-

size limit on any species of flsh. There shall, however, 
be a twenty-six inch minimum size limit on 
muskellunge, a twenty-inch minimum size limit on nor- 
thern pike and a t^weotf-inch minimum size limit on lan- 
dlocked striped bass (rockfuh). Also, there shall be a 
twelve-inch minimum size limit on liKgeaiputh, 
smallmouth and spotted bass in the Nortii Fork of 
Pounds Reservoir and in the Roanoke (Staunton) and 
Dan Rivers and their tributaries downstream from 
Niagara Dam on the Roanoke River and the Brandy 
Stream Plant Dam on the Dan River aod the Nortta Fork 
Shenandoah River downstream from Route 42 bridge at 
Timberville and the Shenandoah River from the mouth 
of the North Fork downstrui't to the West Virginia 
boundary line and the New River from Claytor Dam to 
the West Virginia boundary line, and in the North An- 
na. Chickahominy, Claytor, Philpott and Flannagan 
reservoirs and Bcaverdam Reservoir in Loudoun Coun- 
ty, and in Lake Moomaw (Gathright Project) and in the 
waters of Fort A. P. Hill, and in the waters of Quantico 
Marine Reservation. It shall be unlawful to have any 
largemouth. smallmouth or spotted bass less than 
twelve inches in length in one's possesion while on any 
of the waters mentioned in the preceeding sentence. It 
shall be unlawful to have any largemouth, smallmouth 
or spotted bass from (weJve to fifteen inches in length, 
both inclusive, in one's possession on Chesdin Reservoir 
the Appomattox River from the Brasfield (Chesdin) 
Dam to Vebel's Bridge on Chesterfleld County Route 
602. It shall be unlawful to have any walleye or yellow 
pike perch less than fifteen inches in length in one's 
possession on Gaston Reservoir. It shall be unlawful to 
have any smallmouth, largemouth or spotted bass from 
eleven to thirteen inches in length, both inclusive, in 
one's possession on the South Fork Shenandoah River 
from the Luray Power Dam near Luray downstream to 
its confluence with the North Fork Shenandoah River at 
Riverton. 

CHAPTER 24, Trout Fishing. 
R24-8. It shall be unlawful to flsh in waters designated 
IS trout waters or in the waters covered by R24-10.1, 
R24-10.2 and R24-I0.3 after the daily cred Umit of 
trout is obtained.

In a nutshell, members <rfthe Army, Navy, Air Force, 
jmd Marine Carps are now free to assist ^ginia Beadi 
narcotics otRcen m the curtaihnent of illicit drug traffic 
into this city. 

Per Coog^esstonal passage, and s^ned into law by 
Presklent Reagan on Dec 1 of this year, members of 
the Armed Faroes are no longer bound by the outdated, 
restrictive FwM CMrilBtH. an act which pnAftrited the 
regular exdiange of drug related infomuticn between 
the military And local, State, and Federal drug 
enforcement <rfficials. 

Bacl^roand 

Tbe Wg&iia Beach Sun learned last summer, from 
>^faiia Beach luucotics officers, that only eight men 
were xtspbnsible for curtailing iUidt drug traffie around 
Wginm Beadi's 38 miks of coastline. Ibey cdtOd not 
rdy 09 infomuitiofflBl tq>L from Navy or^Air t'orae 
fiin^blites. for exaiim>le, to alert them.to mdid^ sh^»_ 
ofBdiding tons of Sduth Columbian marijuana, hund- 
reds of miles off \^ginia Beach's coast. Much of thk 
illidt dope gained entry into Virginia Beach tlmiBgh the ' 
southern reaches of the city, like Back Bay and Sand- 
bridge, where quiet inland waterways ut isolated and 
numerous. Often, by the time Virginm Beach narcotics 
learned of the activity, the mother ship has vanished 
and the pot distributed. 

Beach narcotics agents told The Sun they were vir- 
tually heiplets to stop drug smuggling into \%ginia 
Beadi by drug inqmrters and oqMitefs with unlimited 
resources, and funds. They said they aeededlw^.

Coast Guard officials rqxMted there were exchanges 
of information between the military and local drug eo' ' 
fotcement officials, but even so, the exdianges were 
nehKer consistent, ah^ys accurate, nor rdiable. It was 
becoming increasing apparent that there needed to be 
better lines of communications between the two factions 
if anyone was serious at all about drug eradicati<». The 
recent passage of PaUic Law 97*M proved smne people 
are serious about reducing the drug flow into this coun- 
try. How had that outdated Congressional Act. written 
during the Civid War to prevent soldiers from chasing 
runaway slaves, stayed on the books so long anyway? 

Certain members of Congress, such as Democratic 
Georgia Senators Sam Nam and Bily Lee Evans. 
pushed as hard as anyone for the repeal of the 
Comitatus Act and passage of the liberal, unfettering 
"anti-smuggling bin. Accordingly, an amendment to the 
act was attached to a Urpartment 4rf Defease (DOC^ 
appropriations bill. 

A Congressional staff member in Washington, D.C.. 
who wished anonymity, told The Sun that there was 
strong support in both houses of Congress to give 
military support to local civilian drug enforcement 
officials. He said the Senate did not even formally 
debate the issue before passing it, and that the House 
of Representatives batted around several proposed 
am,endments before final passage.

What's aot allowed 

Congressional staff members in the offices of U.S. 
Congressman G. William Whitehurst. Second District. 
VA. told The Sun that in general terms, theibw allows 
civilian use of military facilities, equipment, and 
tiaining. The law does not allow the military to engage 
in the search, seizure, or arrest of anyone engaged in 
drug trafficing. (These duties are charged to Coast 
Guard, Drug Enforcement Agency, U.S. Customs, or 
local narcotics officials). 

Whitehurst's office told The Sun that civilians need 
the support of tracking systems to locate and track (tf 
suspected drug smuggling aircrafts and vessels, 
sentiments echoing those of Virginia Beach narcotics 
officials. 

Virginia Attorney General Marshal Cokaum cour 
tributed to the passage of the new anti-drugs 
smuggling law. In a letter from Florida Attorney 
General An. .StPith. he congratulates Coleman for 
tielping in the passage of the new measure, and notes 
that the proposed amendment^(the letter was written to 
Coleman about three weeks before Reagan signed the 
bill into biw), will "for the first time establish a national 
policy and commitment to fight the importation of 
illegal drugs."

Frauds .C. Pogue, president of the Lake Shores Qvic 
AsisociatioQ, said that the assodation has 103 dues 
paying members, that SO homes are on the waterfront 
and that the issue "affects us all."

Modem tedmology prevaued last wedcend allowing 
rock and n^'s premier band to expand and unfetter its 
theatrical base by utilizing extended stage wings to work 
an audience as never before in the history of the pop 
music scene. 

All the juitars and horns used by the mcrtnle musicians 
were amplified without the use of electric guitar cords. 
Radio transmitters are now used to send radio signals, 
or something like that, to the amidifiers. The cigarette 
pack sized transmitters are mounted to the musicians' 
guitar strap. Until this musical technological 
breakthrough occured, stage musidans who played in- 
struments requiring dectric cords were limited by the 
length of the oord. Now, however, musicians are free to 
run several hundred feet away from their equqxnent, 
teasing and taunting audiences as never befofe.

It's just a matter of time before 
technology allows microphoned musicians to build an 
oval track over arena floors so performers can really 
play the entire house.

Whether you agree with his thesis or not, he writes 
with tremendous wit, style, and insight. And he brings 
to mind the question of quality and integrity of 
buildipgs. 

Some may argue that an inanimate object is unable to 
possess such qualities. So do I. But if you agree that a 
bulling represents the end-state of an architect's 
original concept, then you can assign certain adjectives 
to it. 

Hundreds of non-residential buildings have been 
constructed in Virginia Beach over the past few years. 
From shopping centers to neighboriuxxl convenience 
stores to churches to schools, we have had the 
opportunity to witness an incredible array of thoughts.

Newspaper aitides at the time cfits 
unveiling contain a nunriier <tf quotes finom citizens and 
politidans alike comparhig its design to a "row of 
maflboKes" or to a "series (tf quooset huts." All sudi 
were meant to be derisive. I feel just the oiqxxite. 

<>iality (rf design, concept, and execution mirk the 
Pavilion. It stands as a testament to the best that can 
occur in architecture: a diem who knows specifically 
what it wants and an ardiitectural firm who under- 
stands these needs and responds in an almost perfect 
manner. The Qty of Wginia Beach was the client; 
Ofcli * Assodaiet, Charlotte, N.C. and Wabhe, 
Aihe, Hyii, Wginia Beach, the architects. 

Ten ascUng vaults serve as the signature of the 
building. Far from being mailboxes or quooset huts, 
they are the logical solution for the primary, yet 
opposing, requisites of the building: hvge areas of 
unbnAen space and the need far the retention of a 
feeling of human 'soile. 

Anyone who has seen Loais Kakn's KtaalNdl Art 
Moscun, Fort Worth, Texas, will recognize periiaps 
one of the inspirations for the design of the PaviHon. 
The Kimball works as a museum; the Pavilion as a 
convention center. 

Too many people have dismissed the Pavilion as an 
eyesore located at the end (tf the Virginia Beach-Norfolk 
Expressway. 1 suspect they have not yet been inside it 
or really stopped to think about what the buikUng is 
supposed to dole., its function. After all, what is more 
functional and pure oi design than a mailbox or a 
quonset hut? They are recognized as design classics 



and so, too, one day, will the Pavilion. 

While most \^ginia Beach residents know of tiie 
Pavilion and can describe it, I suspect that few are 
fiunHiar with the design of the Vhgiala NbUsmI BaBk 
branch located at Princess Anne Plaza. It is a gem of a 
building, worthy of your undivided attentko. 

Located in the 3300 block of "S^rginia Beach 
Boulewd, it is almost overshadowed by the ugliness 
surrounding it. But just in the nidc of time, it grabs your 
eye and won't kt go. 

bnagine a glass rectangle set on a concrete base. It 
seems to float above its locatioo ^i^iile at the same time 
projecting great strength. 

Designed by Skrhrer and HoUand Astodatei, A^r 
Holland, principal ardiitect, the branch was opened in 
1963. b is as strong and as vibrant today as it was 16 
yean aga 

Vertiad sight lines mark its exterior. Horizontal its 
interior. An inbiguinft tension thus pervades the entire 
structure. 

tfigh ceiBtigsr add a particular note of warmth and 
spaciousness to tiie hiterior. Smoe the structure* faces 
north, sunlight helps in heating and, surprismgly, 
cooling the brandi. 

Once more we see what happens when a knowledge- 
able dient meets an understirading ^ichked: cresoliM 
of a building with quality of purpose, design, and 
executioa. And for us, a bwlding that xhallanges the 
senses and diefights the eye; 

' Certainly there are other buildings worth your > 
attention. These two, however, serve ta an example of 
what is possible when all the right elements line up to 
produce a successful arduteaural undertaldng. I hope 
that you will take the time to look at them, the second 
and third time, to learn frrai them, but more 
importantly, to enjoy them.

The midnight murder- of ^Vteginlii tteich 
PoHcc Officer Duiid T. Mal6«^ helplesiiy 
slain in the line of duty shortly after \1 a.m. 
last Sunday morning, painfully illustrates the 
dangers and risks police officers incur while 
serving and protecting the public. 

Maloney, 25 years old and a three year 
^^ginia Beach police officer, lost his life oo a 
routine call without even a chance to defend 
lumself. 

The early morning air was cold last Suvo^ 
as Maloney chased a suspicious car in tne 
Arrowhead section of the city. The fleeing car 
led Maloney to the intersection of PrinoHt 
Anne Road and Parliament Drive, where at- 
tempts to stop the-car proved futile as4t flew 
south on Parliament and turned left cmto 
ChaUedon Road, a dead end. Befbre the young 
officer couid get out of his unit, the driver of 
the cornered car leaped out, ran to the front of 
Maloney 's cruiser and fired a handgun several 
times close range through the windshield as

Sadly, the cold-Uooded murder of Yiifinia Beadi 
police officer Duuel T.' Maloney early Sunday monuDg 
once again demonstrates the high risks mvoived in law 
enforcement. 

Maloney was attempting to stop a suspicious vehicle 
near Princess Anne Road and Parliament Drive, when 
the car sped off and turned into a deadend street. Die 
driver of the vehicle jumped out and BtpA several shots 
through the window of the patrol car fiually wounding 
Maloney. ' 

Just a few minutes later, the assailam attempted to 




shoot another police officer, who had also stopped the 
suspea. In the shootout that followed, officer J. L Bell 
quickly (fispatdied the gunman with a single shot to the 
head. 

Much will be written and said in the next few days 
about the bra^ry and dedication (rf officer Daniel T. 
Maloney. but as it is always with the public, the 
incident will soon be forgotten. 

But this tragedy sbould not be forgotten. Ibe death 
of this officer and others killed in the line of duty should 
serve as a reminder that regardless of the opinion of 
some, the police <rfficer is not just another eight-hour-a- 
day employee. His or her life is constantly on the line. 

OfBcer Maloney, 25. gave the most precious gift of 
all, and the message he left conies to us loud and dear: 
understand your police officers, cooperate with them 
when they need help, and most of all remember that 
they separate us from criminals like the one who took 
the life ciz fine young police officer. Rest his soul, but, 
raise his bannen we owe him that.

Altboii^ in many aicai 
of tbe (Ute. includinf 
Virginia Beach, the 
drought of 19S0 never 
came to an aid and it still 
continuing in lome partt 
of Virginia, crop fannen 
experienced record yields 
in 19SI. Department of 
Agriculture and Con- 
sumer Services Com- 
missioner S. Mason car- 
baugh said in his year end 
review of agriculture in 
the dd Dominion that the 
1991 crops benefited from 
rains at just the right time 
for maximum production. 

A survey of five major 
weather stations showed 
that the average rainfall is 
3S.8S inches. Both 1980 
and 1981 were below 
avenge but less rainfaB 
was recorded in I9tl, 
30.71, than in the drought 
year of 1980 when gauges 
registered 33. S8. 

These fortunate rains 
helped set records in the 
production of corn, 
wheat, soybcaat, and 
peanuts. Tob'acco 
regvtered record yWda he 
noted and Sum inoome 
rsadied a HMr hlgli of $1 .7 
Mllion, uarartunatdy so 
did farm expenses, $1.67 ■ 
billion. A bright spot was 
that this was the fkst year 
4uee 1979 that income 
was higher than expenses.

Continental Lowers Excise Tax 



Gontinental TeleiAone 
customers will be reoeiv- 
jng a New Year's present 
this year. 

On January 1 the fed- 
eral excise tax on tele- 
phone service will drop 
from two percent to one 
percent, the company 
announced today. 

But the tax won't dis- 
^pear entirely at the end 
(^the year, as Congress 
voted several years ago. 
This year's tax bill post- 
pones that, keeping it one 
percent until January 1, 
1985. 

Next year's drop will 
save tetefdione customers 
approximately $516 mil- 
lion, according to eijli- 
mates by the U.S. In- 
dependent Telephone 
Association tUSITA). 
Some ll 16 million of the 
amount will be saved by 
customers of the Indepen- 
dent telephone com- 
panies.

telephone companies ser- 
ving more than 36 million 
phones-one out of every 
five in the nation. 

Ibe tetei^one tax was 
imposed by Congress dur- 
ing World War I as a 
"tempOTary" measure. 
Although repealed briefly 
after the war, it was re- 
instituted during the Dep- 
ression and at one time 
rates were as high as 23 
percent on long distance 
calls and IS percent on 
local service. 

Several years ago Con- 
gress voted to gradually 
eliminate the tax, which 
had stood 4t 10 percent &r 
ahnost 20 years. In recent 
years it has dropped one 
percent each year and was 
scheduled to be elimin- 
ated at the end df 1962. 
However, legSilation en- 
acted in 1980 continued, 
the tn% at two- perte^nt 
through 1961. The latest 
bill allows the decreiee to 
one percent in 1982 but 
^eontinues it at that rate 
through 1984^.
